Three  Brigham  Young  University  students  submitted  a 
written  apology  to  the  studentbody  for  their  part  in  the  paint- 
ing of  swastikas  on  buildings  in  Provo  and  on  the  BYU  campus. 

The  text  of  the  apology  by  the  three,  George  Brimhall,  Tom 
Berg  and  Warren  Marshall  follows: 

We  are  grateful  to  the  “Universe”  for  giving  us  this  op- 
portunity to  apologize  publicly  for  the  association  we  had  in 
the  group  that  painted  swastikas  throughout  the  Provo  area 
this  past  week. 

We  were  not  aware  of  the  serious  implications  that  might 
follow.  We  had  no  feeling  of  racial  prejudice  and  no  intention 
of  bringing  discredit  to  our  student  associates,  to  the  Brighar/ 
Young  University  or  to  the  community.  We  are  sorry  for  what 
has  happened.  It  is  our  sincere  desire  to  make  restitution  for 
the  property  damage  that  was  done,  and  we  hope  through  this 
apology  that  the  public  will  understand  our  sincere  feeling  of 
iregret  with  reference  to  this  thoughtless  act. 

We  have  learned  a valuable  lesson  from  this  experience 
and  assure  you  that  we  will  not  be  involved  in  anything  of  this 
nature  again.

IN  ORDER  TO  do  away  with 
relliks,  the  committee  has  start- 
ed a “Don’t  be  a Rellik”  cam- 
paign. They  have  said  that  they 
would  like  everyone  to  remind 
any  rellik  he  sees  to  “Get  Off  the 
Grass.”

MORRISSON  said,  “Turf  will 
survive  considerable  use  during 
the  growing  season,  and  our 
lawns  are  for  use  as  well  as  for 
appearance — but  they  should  not 
be  used  as  walkways,  since  con- 
tinued traffic  across  the  same 
area  will  wear  a trail.

MORRISON  said,  “Turf  will
